COORDINATOR'S REPORT (Ref 1): Charlotte provided a table and chart showing the tonnage for 
trash, recycling and yard waste for FY 08 through FY 14 based on the figures through October. The 
SMRF grant was received for $1500. 

COMMUNITY COLLECTION DAY RECAP; Generally it went well. Number of cars: 458. Need a few 
more. More styrofoam than in spring. The electronics truck should be a little farther from the street to 
make room for 2 lines of TV drop-offs. Displaying no parking signs before the event might be needed 

BUSINESS RECYCLING: Susan & Juli met with the CoC board. They enjoyed a warm reception. 
The board will email their members w/ info and a questionnaire about recycling. Board members 
were concerned with the request for names of non-recyclers along with review of the law so 
businesses will have the option of answering anonymously. Subcommittee plans to meet with the 
various business neighborhood associations so we reach as many businesses as possible. 

ECO FEST PARTICIPATION: The theme will be Reduce, Recycle, Reuse. Planning meetings have 
begun. ARC will have a table. Ideas & volunteers needed. Gordon suggested a wheel or flip cards 
that would connect an item with means of disposing. Pete could show uses for empty gallon milk 
bottles. Ellen’s photographic efforts may prove helpful as well. 

KITCHEN WASTE COMPOSTING: A general discussion. 

ARLINGTON LIST; Charlotte requested that responses posted by ARC (primarily Juli and Gordon) 
be mostly boilerplate and refer to the Town website (and related links) rather than directly answer. 

ARLINGTON RECYCLES URL: Committee agreed no need to maintain this site. For several years it 
has linked directly to the Town site. Juli to inform Eric. 

MEMBERSHIP: The co-chairs will request the Moderator appoint, reappoint and/or confirm Juli, 
Gordon, Pete, Ellen, Janice, Susan with suitable term extensions. (This was done the next day.) 
Gordon offered to facilitate getting an opinion from Town Council on Ellen’s concern on possible 
limitations on use of her recycling photos. 

PLASTIC FILM RECYCLING: Several grocery stores accept clean shopping bags. Whole Foods 
accepts some kinds of other plastic such as bread wrappers or dry cleaning bags. Can we publicize 
this program? Does Stop & Shop also take the film? Juli will look for a volunteer to pursue this issue 
and report back. Charlotte raised the related question: should the ARC put forward a warrant article 
to require larger stores like CVS or Walgreen’s to also collect plastic bags for recycling?
